Your efforts are helping to save elec¬ 
tricity and oil. In December, reduced 
electric consumption saved the equiv¬ 
alent of about one-half million 
barrels of fuel oil in Edison generating 
plants alone. 

But now there is a need for even 
greater conservation. Therefore, the 
State Public Utilities Commission has 
ordered an additional 5% reduction 
in the use of electricity over the orig¬ 
inal 10% curtailment that it ordered 
in November. 

This means that the Commission is 
now asking us (and other electric util¬ 
ities throughout the state) to urge you 
to cut back a total of 15%. 

Immediate Action Urged 

The order calls for additional, volun¬ 
tary conservation efforts by all Edison 
customers to achieve this 15% reduc¬ 
tion in electric usage. 

Mandatory Curtailment 

The order also requires certain 
mandatory reductions for commercial 
and industrial customers, and a few 
mandatory cutbacks for residential 
customers. Theelimination of out¬ 


door decorative lighting and the oper¬ 
ation of fountains applies to residential 
as well as all other customers. However, 
commercial and industrial customers 
are also restricted in their use of adver¬ 
tising lighting, functional outdoor 
lighting, electricity used for public 
gatherings, indoor business lighting, 
and heating and cooling at variance 
from prescribed levels. Detailed sug¬ 
gestions to help business firms and 
factories meet the mandatory restric¬ 
tions will be mailed to them. 

You're probably wondering how 
best to cut back further at home. Here 
are .some suggestions. 

How to Measure Electricity 

Electricity is measured in kilowatt- 
hours (KWH). A KWH is 1,(XX) watts 
of electricity used for one hour—or 
100 watts used for 10 hours. Eor ex¬ 
ample, a 100-watt bulb burned for 10 
hours is one KWH. 

Last year our average residential 
customer used about 500 kilowatt- 
hours a month. That’s about 17 KWH 
a day. So, to cut back 15% would mean 
using about 2-1/2 KWH less a day. 


Keep Your Heat Down 

If you’ve set your heater’s thermostat 
down to 68? you’re saving kilowatt- 
hours already (and if you lower your 
thermostat more when you go to bed, 
you’ll cut back even more). Even if 
your space heating is not electric, it 
probably uses electricity to circulate 
air through your home or apartment. 
So lowering your thermostat will con¬ 
serve it. 

You Can Reduce Kilowatt-Hours 
by Cutting Back on Your 
Use of Appliances 

Listed below are some typical appli¬ 
ances and the amounts of electricity 
they use. 

As you can see, a color TV set uses 
about 1/3 KWH per hour. Use it three 
hours less, and you’ve saved one 
KWH. 

A clothes washer uses 1/3 KWH per 
load. An electric dryer uses 3-1/3 
KWH. You can save kilowatt-hours 
if you delay doing a wash until you 
have a full load. 

An automatic dishwasher uses one 
KWH per load. By waiting to use the 
dishwasher until it’s full, you’ll re¬ 
duce the number of times you use it 
and save still more kilowatt-hours. 

Use Less Lighting 

Switching from 100 to 60-watt bulbs 
will save 40 watts per hour—per bulb. 
And be sure to turn off all lights 
throughout the house when not really 
needed.

A [ust-completed study shows that the number ot Youth Authority first 
commitments who are involved with drugs has increased sharply since 1966. 

The vast majority of these young people have established records of 
delinquency; very few, in fact, have little or no police records other than their 
involvement with drugs. 

The study, which covers the period from 1966 to 1974 and was made by 
the CYA's Division of Research, supplies some insight into questions which have 
been raised concerning the extent to which youths, who would be non-delin¬ 
quent except for their involvement with drugs, are entering the criminal justice 
system. Several changes in the law to permit alternative handling ot such cases 
have been suggested during the current legislative session. 

The statistics indicate that such changes would have little effect on a 
Youth Authority populations, since the bulk of those committed to the CYA have 
had a substantial record of deinquency. 

The study compares commitments during 1966 and 1973 and divides drug 
users info two categories — those who were committed for drug offenses, and 
those who were committed for other offenses, but who also had some involve¬ 
ment with drugs. 

Total commitments actually declined from 1966 to 1969 — from 5,470 
to 4,473. However, the number committed for drug offenses doubled — from 401 
to 827. The number committed for other offenses, but who had some Involve¬ 
ment with drugs, also more than doubled — from 971 to 2,271. 

In 1966, 18.4 per cent of the youths committed for drug offenses and 
11.6 per cent ot fhe others who were involved with drugs had only minor prior 
records. In 1969 percentages had declined to 15.8 per cent tor those committed 
tor drug offenses and 10 per cent ot those committed tor other offenses but in¬ 
volved with drugs. 

This decline Is believed attributed to the state's probation subsidy 
program, under which the counties receive subsidies tor reducing their levels ot 
commitments. As a result ot this program, many counties tend to provide in- 
crased probation supervision tor non-hard core delinquents, instead ot commit¬ 
ting them to the Youth Authority. 

The CYA concluded in its study, that proposed programs ot alternative 
treatment ot drug offenders with minor police records are more likely to affect 
young people who are in custody or on probation on the county level rather 
than those who are sent to the Youth Authority.

permit for $30C,000. They 
wanted to build an all girls 
school on the grounds. Thus, 
Alverno High School was on 
its way to becoming a real- 

ity- 

Permission to build the 
school wa.s granted, so the 
sisters submitted the plans 
and .specifications. The pic¬ 
ture above was drawn by 
Architects Gene Verge and 
R. N. Clatsworfhy. It was 
published in the Sierra Ma- 
dre News with the announce¬ 
ment that the scho<'i would 
be completed for the fall 
term in September 1960. 

The plans were approved, 
and the new school was to 
be completed in about nine 
months. The firm of Suther¬ 
land and McGolrick of Sier¬ 
ra Madre wa.s awarded the 
job of building the high 
school. 

The builders worked very 
Quickly and accurately, for 
the next announcemo.nt was 
for the opening of the Al¬ 
verno Heights Academy for 
Girls on September 6, 1960. 
There were 136 freshmen 
srudents enrolled from Sierra 
Madre, Saint Pata, Arcadia, 
Monrovia, and Pasadena 
.srhools. 

In their opening cere¬ 
monies, it was stated tliat 
the schixd could accommo¬ 
date a maximum of ,560 .stu¬ 
dents. In addition to the 13 
dassrooins, there are two 
large science laboratories — 
a biology lab, and a chem- 
islry lab, a workroom for 
individ'ia 1 science projects,

During the year 1973 there 
were 73 responses for fire, 
and 102 alarms where no fire 
existed. Electrical fires top¬ 
ped the list with 21, com- 
hustibles .second, with in¬ 
cendiary and appliance mal¬ 
function tied for third, with 
8 “undetermined cau.sos.” 
There were no reports of at¬ 
tempt arson or arson. 

1972 showed that electri¬ 
cal also topped the list, with 
leaking gasoline fires second, 
cnmbustilcs third, with sev¬ 
en being unfietermitiod, with 
one attempted arson and 
three reported arson. 

Fire Prevention show e d 
132 reinspections made dur¬ 
ing the year; 274 lots posted' 
for weed ■sb.'itement and 307 
hiking permits issued. 

197.3 figures showed that 
the Fire Department had 70 
full responses 96 .service 
calls; that 48 of responses 
were daytime, 6 a.m. to 6 
p.m., .and .31 were night¬ 
time. An avera.ge of 19 men 
responded to day responses 
and 20 responded to night 
calls, and an average of 
ihroe 'espondod to service* 
calls. 

In the rOport, Fire Mar- 
.shal Prohart made the fol¬ 
lowing statement: “The fol¬ 
lowing annual fire report in¬ 
dicates a $.30,000 loss and is 
the LOWEST since 1968, 
which was $21,465.” 

Dwellings topped the li.st 
for alarms by type showing 
90; miscellaneous showed 
.55; assembly, 9; hospitals, 8; 
apartments, 7; mercantile 
and maniufacturing, each 
with three. Injuries show 
for the year that citizens ac¬ 
counted for three, and fire¬ 
fighters, 4, with no fatali¬ 
ties. 1972 injuries showed 
fo-ur for citizens and 16 for 
firefighters. 

The report contained the 
following observation, “Ovrr 
voluntc'or firmeen and offi¬ 
cers cannot be commended 
enougit for their esprit de 
corps in both trainin.g and 
firefighting. Their dedica¬ 
tion to duty cannot bo .sur¬ 
passed by any paid fire de¬ 
partment in performing a

tal of $1,204,000 or an over¬ 
all increase of 4.7 per cent. 
This was 63 businesses re¬ 
porting. 

In the non-taxable area of 
non-taxable busine.sses to¬ 
taling 224 they reported a 
total business of $1,489,000 
as compared to the 222 busi¬ 
nesses in 1972 reporting a 
total of only $1,429,000. 'ITtis 
was an increase of 4.1 per 
cent over the previous year.
